whole Book, conſiſting of a Thouſand Lines—but likewiſe 
to diſguiſe the Title, as well as change the Plan of the 
Poem. Excepting the Satisfaction he feels from having 
conferred an Obligation upon one of the worthieſt of Men, 
by this Compliance of his, he can boaſt of no other Advan- 
tage or Reward accruing from it. For the Hero himſelf,

diſtinguiſhed, If, upon a diſpaſſionate Inquiry, ſuch Men 
ſhall be found to have acquired their Wealth with Honor 
and Integrity, the Muſe will endeavour to ſoar above her- 
ſelf, in order to do ſuch praiſe-worthy Gentlemen poetical 
Juſtice. But ſhould any one of them be found to have pil- 
laged his Country, or even to have born too hard upon her 
Neceſſities, when ſhe was at the laſt Gaſp, he may be aſſured 
that neither Fortune, Titles, P—y Intereſt, nor high Con- 
nexions, ſhall ſcreen him from her juſt Indignation.

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The Author aſſes Permiſſion to add, that although he ſhall 
ever ſet an high Value upon the Commendations of diferete 
Perſons, yet he ſhall treat the Encomiums of the Ignorant, 
and the Cenſures of the Enraged, with the ſame ſilent Indif- 
ference. There is a certain Clan which hath aſſumed a 
preſeriptive Right to paſs what Opinion they ſhall: think 
proper upon any Performance whatſoever; and it would be 
unreaſonable to with them diveſted of that Privilege—for 
muſt not People eat?
